Garat Gun.—The BombayCourier gives an 
account of the firing of the great gun of Beja 
It was charged by order of the Rajah 
(with 40 seers, about 100 Ibs. of powder) and 
fired at sunset.

Insgcts.—Kirby and Spence, in their very 
interesting work on Setencte y, say the change 
from worms to insects should not be called a 
metamorphosis or transformation; because it is, 
in fact, a series of developments. According to 
them the caterpillar is, as it were, a sort of 
moveable egg, containing within itself the germ 
of the future butterfly. ‘This fact may be ea- 
sily proved by plunging into vinegar or spirits of 
wine, a caterpillar abqut to assume the 
state, and letting it remain there a few days, 
for the purpose of giving consistency to its parts. 
A very rough dissection will then enable you to 
detect the future butterfly, The wings rolled up 
in a sort of cord, are lodged between the first 
and second segment of the caivrpillar, the at- 
ten and trunks are coiled up in front of the 
head; and the legs of the butterfly, though so 
difficult in form, are actually sheathed in the 
legs of the caterpillar. A caterpillar may then 
be regarded as a locomotive egg, containing an 
embryo gradually developed, and finally to burst 
through the shell which encloses it.'’ 





Tue Heartuiness of Barrain.—In a 
work recently published by Dr. Hawkins, enti- 
Ued the “Elements of Medical Statistics,’’ he 
states that the mortality in Great Britain, ite 
cities, and its hospitals, is greatly imferior to 
thatof any other country in Europe; and that 
‘it is inconte'‘able, that Great Britain ia at 
present the most healthy country with which 
we are acquainted, and that it has been gra- 
dually tending to that point for the last fifty 
years. It is remarkable that this superior 
value of life in Great Britain iw not confined to 
any particular districts or classes of individuals 
To whatever point we turn our view, the advan- 
tago is still the same: the man of aflluence, the 
pauper patient of the hospital, the sailor and 
the soldier in active service, the prisoner of war, 
the inmate of a gaol,—all enjoy better tenours 
of existence from this country than from any 
| country of which we have been able to consult 
| the records. It has been long-the fashion, both 
| abroad and at home, to exhaust every varjety 
| of reproach on the climate of our country, and 
| particularly on the atmosphere of Loudon; and 
| yet we shall find, that the most favoured spots 
in Emsope—-the places which have long been se 
| lected as the resort of invalids, and the foun 
| tama of health—are far more fatal to life than 
| even this great metiopolis, The country which 
approaches the nearest to England in salubrity, 
is the Pays de Vaud, where the mortality iw one 
in forty-nine; whereas the annual deaths im 
England and Wales are ofly one in siaty."’ At 
the Depot de Mendicite of st. Dennis, at Paris, 
the aunual deaths are m three; while, 
inthe heart of our metropolis, of 500 prisoners 
| received in the Fleet prison during the year, 

ending 9th March 1828, only four died, which

| MILITARY REMINISCENCES. 





A NIGHT BEFOKE ST. SEBASTIAN 
During the second attack upon St. Sebastian, 
I passed the most eventful night, or rather morn- 
ing, I ever spent; I will not allow from fear, 
for I was not afraid, bul from extreme suspense 
and surprise. I was sure of being killed, and 
had made up my mind to it. I was desirous to 
be killed at once, feeling like aman going to be 
| executed, but which is unac countably delayed. 
When the advanced battery near the breach 
| was about completed, it was generally consider 
ed to be no sinecure to be allowed to get the 
guns into it, as they must be taken from some 
distance quite exposed, even partly over the 
glacis, at the trench, which was the communi 
cation, ran across the foot of it. 


About ten o'clock a party arrived in one of | 


the batteries, for the purpose of removing four 
guns; they set off accordingly, but the night be 
ing very dark, and the road bad, the men did 
not relish the work, especially as one was killed, 
alinost at the commencement, by # gua running 


him against a wall, and squeezing hia bowels 
out. They began to grumble, and slipped off 
one by one, til at last 
enough out of 400 (the orginal number 


there were only men 
tu get 
oue along, instead of four. The officers could 
| not see ten yards, and they dared not use lights 
the men took advantage of thie, aud went away 
1 hey could b aradly 
be blamed, as they had become so completely 
exhausted during the siege, seldom having four 
hours out of the twenty-four to themselves. So 
few men remaining, and it being impossible to 
fiud them in the dark, an officer of artillery was 
sent toimform the general of the night, who was 
in the convent with the in-lying piequet. Happy 
was the man who got thw duty, as they gene- 
rally calculated on a little sleep. When the artil- 
) lery officer made bis report, the General ordered 


to sleep among the bushes

the picquet to rise and follow that officer. On 
making known the duty, there was a little grum- 
bling, the line not being fond of dragging guns; 
but the General promised an extra allowance of 
arog, and a tour off duty. The artillery officer 
saying he would only require them fer an hour 
or two, they departed wilhagiy. The guns were 
brought down, and placed behind some ruined 
howses below the convent. A large party start- 
ed across the sand-hille with the first gun; the 
sand was so decp and the gun so heavy, a 24 
pounder, that it was necessary to place boards 
under the wheels, to prevent its sinking too

rom so many delays, the night had nearly 
pasted, and by the time the gun hed got about 
& quarter of the way, the dawn began to ap- 
pear. Never was it so unwelcome; we were all 
sure of being shot before sunrise, and we atill 
proceeded. It was getting more and more light 
every step we took; hardly a word was spoken, 
exeept by the artillery officer and men, who had 
to speak Portuguese and English (the party 
being composed of both, besides the drivers of 
some bullocks) they were obliged to give their 
orders in whispers. The two artillery officers, 
one remarkably tall man, a captain, and a sub- 
altern, were in front leading the way. Every 
mement it was getiing more light; the castle 
could be rp ny oom ished above our heads; soon the 
Outlines of the houses in the town could be seen. 
Atevery step we expected a shot of some kind: 
niy knees were actually itching for a round of 


ara Bat no! we still went on whispering as 
—We could see the ramparte—no shot 
yes! We were now within 150 yards of the co- 


vert way, and could perceive the sentry boxes — 
but not fired at. 

At last, just at broad day-light, we got to the 
trench. In every man jumped, and d to 
breathe for a moment, a function that had not 
been performed by one of the party for several 
miputes before, as we had been moving in 
breathless anxiety and surprise at not being fired 
at! [think [I know the sensation a man feols 
whea ved at the front of the gallows, for 
| then, I should imagine, very similarly. 

'e had thought for some time, that when we 

to the trench oar troubles would be over, 
and that we could leave the gun where it was, 
it being out of the question to get it into the bat- 
tery thet dey. But here was a fresh dilemma 
The gun-wheels were broader than the trench. 
What was to be done? It was broad day-light; 
the French would not fire. Wo had no excuse 
for running away; we atill kept whispering. The 
mén on duty in the trenches were some sleeping 
and some walking about, looking at us. Some 
send was thrown upon the gun, and upon the 
tall artillery officer, saying, “ Now, my lads, te. 
turn to the other guns;'’ all the party ran back 
as fast as they could. Some unlucky yn 
geve a shout as they ren, which awoke tho 
French sentry; in a moment a volley of musket- 
ry came from all sides, but our party got safe 
unger cover without having a man hurt. The 
reaming guns were not got into the battery 
tilt the second night afer this, when some men 
ware killed and wounded.

| We repeat, appear to us that such things ought 
|invariably to be magnified into subjects for a 
Court-martial, or that an Admiral ought to be 
compelled in every instance to prove by witness- 
es every item of lis opinions or assertions, when 
they were not given with a view to public expo- 
sure: but there our admission ends. 

Sir Edward Codrington might, fore aught we 
know, have been correct in making conlidential 
statements tothe Admiralty of the re/ative me- 
rits of the officers employed under him; and, if 
it was his duty, he ought to have mate such 
statements at the time. Uf he thought the slow- 
ness or slovenliness of Captaim Dickenson, de- 
| fickencies so slight as not to be worth mention- 

ing, when they were moat vividly impressed on 
| his mind, he ought not to have magnified them 
| into delinquencies two years afterwards—left 
| the Admiralty to chew the cud upon them to 
| Captaip Dickenson’s detriment--and then en- 
| deavor to relieve himself from the business, by 
exclaiming-—‘* My Lords, you are to look upon 
the e accusations of mine as just important 
enough to destroy Captain Dickenson in your 
| esteem; but as not of importance enough to de- 
| serve an inquiry into their truth or their fallacy, 
| before a competent tribunal.’’ Sir Edward Cod- 
rington’s repugnance to a court martial, after 
having done Captain Dickenson all the mischief 
that an unfavourable sentence by a court-mar- 
tial would have inflicted on him, is one among 
the circumstances least casy of explanation to 
be found throvghout this proceeding. So with 
regard to the ** round robin,’’ which has been 
dwelt upon. It is more than probable that a 
punctilious, reflecting, of high-minded man, 
might have felt at once the impropriety of such 
ana ye heey in his own favor; and, in truth, 
an old officer of the rank of master saw clearly 
that it would get Captain Dickenson into trou- 
ble—an opinion iv which several a 
of the squadron concurred. But Sir Edward 
Codrington had etiaced at the time every record 
of the inconsiderate action—had distinctly for- 
given it, ought to have expunged it from lus me- 
mory, and surely ought not to have raised it 
again from oblivion, to aggravate the prassure of 
other charges, not themselves of sufficient weight 
for the purpose entertained by the Vice-Admi- 
ral.

** He having been in the Chair on the former 
occasion, had distinctly hesrd, and he now per- 
fectly remembered, ~ & Mr. French had said.

Another complaint was, that Mr. French had 
said that there was no such bloodsuckers in 
America as the Duke of Wellington. He admit- 
ted that Mr. French did use these words; but he 
was interrupted before he was allowed to ex- 
plain. The term was ordinarily applied to those 
who drew large resources from the pockets of 
the people. Perhaps it was neither delicate nor 
just; but who would ever have thought of hear- 
ing William Cobbett complain of it on that ac- 
count? A hundred and a thousand times had 
Cobbett himse!f made use of the phrase in the 
fame sense. Mr. Cobbett said that he would no 
longer be a member of the Society. This was 
rather extraordinary, and the meeting would be 
surprised when he informed them that Mr. Cob- 
bett never had beon a member, for there was 
one ceremony necessary as a qualification— 
namely, the paying down of a certain subscrip- 
tion, which he had forgotten ever to do, although 
hd did not forget to receive the half-guinea every 
time that the Society advertised its meetings in 
his Register, and by these advertisements he 
cleared more than he (Mr. Hunt) had gained by 
the whole course of his political conduct. Mr. 
Cobbett made two stipulations as the conditions 
of hia becoming a member—the first, that none 
but members should be permitted to address the 
meetings; and the other, which was a sine qua 
non, that Mr. Gale Jones should never be ad- 
mitted a memter. However, if Mr. Gale Jones 
were to be regularly proposed ded and 
elected by the Society, no one would have the 
power to refuse him admittance. It waseasy to 
perceive, when Mr. Cobbett entered the door on 
the former night, that he meant never to attend 
one of their meetings again—and now he turned 
round and urged the Government to prosecute 
the members present, and him (Mr, Hunt) par- 
ticularly, as he was the most liable, from his 
having been in the Chair. At all events, he very 
plainly told the Government that if they did pro- 
secute, he would be a witness that the words had 
been used.
